Senator William D. Euler, himself a former mini¬ 
ster of national revenue, had occasion recently to tell 
the Senate about the uncivil manner adopted by mem¬ 
bers of that department towards the public that pays 
their salaries. Anyone who has had dealings with the 
Department of National Revenue beyond the routine 
business of filing his income tax will appreciate Mr. 
Euler’s feelings. 

According to Mr. Euler’s account, he had paid 
his income tax promptly, and in what he had thought 
was the correct amount. He had then left the country 
on a long vacatipn. When he returned, he found that 
the department was demanding a further payment, 
because of an error Mr. Euler had made in estimating 
his income. “As I alway pay my debts promptly,” Mr. 
Euler said, “I mailed at once a cheque for the amount 
demanded — and I may say the demand was not 
worded too politely. The very next day I received from 
the department another letter — it must have crossed 
mine in the mails — couched in the most offensive 
language . . . The department demended the amount 
set out in the bill which had been sent to me a few 
weeks before, but which I did not receive until I 
returned home, and threatened me with all sorts of 
legal action if I did not pay within 30 days.” 

Mr. Euler went on to say that he had complained 
to the man who had signed the offensive letter and to 
the head of his department, who confirmed the fact 
that it was customary “to send that kind of letter 
in that sort of language.” He protested and pointed 
out that the department should be courteous in com¬ 
municating with the public. 

The incident occurred some years ago, when the 
Liberal government was in power, but apparently Mr. 
Euler’s protests had no effect. Under the present 
government, the department of national revenue has 
remained equally uncivil.
